This invention is a device that utilizes a specialized shocking mechanism to deter 
nuisance animals. Through cognitive learning, the device teaches animals to keep away 
from areas where they have established themselves as a problem.— 

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a) Applicant's additional paragraph numbering (1.), (2.) ... should be omitted 
from the Specification; 

b) pages 3-4, beginning with the sentence "I grew up on a farm", should be 
omitted as they read more like a personal account or declaration rather than a 
description of the invention. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

8. Claims 1-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase 
"my invention is" , "my invention has" or "my invention allow" should be deleted from 
line 1 of all claims. Appropriate correction is required. See the cited patents for proper 
clam language and formatting. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and 
functional or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the 
device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized 
and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The 
claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the 
patent(s) cited. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 (independent claim) depends upon 
elements recited in its dependent claims 4 and 5 which is improper and makes it 
indefinite as to what exactly is being claimed since a dependent claim may only refer to 
any preceding independent claim (not vice versa). Correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented 
and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

11. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Beck 
(6,519,131). Beck discloses an electric animal repelling and/or training device 
comprising a mat which generates low energy shock to an animal making contact 
therewith; wherein the device comprises a metal sheet and electrical conducting 
elements; and wherein the device is portable. Because Applicant has recited the claims 
in narrative functional language, the applied prior art is considered to read on the 
elements of the claim as best understood. 

12. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Boyd 
(3,480,176). Body discloses an electric shock device used for animal repelling and/or 
training which is portable and can be attached to a trash can; the housing imparts a 
shock to an animal making contact therewith; wherein the device comprises a metal 
sheet and electrical conducting elements. Because Applicant has recited the claims in 
narrative functional language, the applied prior art is considered to read on the 
elements of the claim as best understood.
